were received at the Dead Letter 
Office because of insufficient adres- 
sing, non-payment of postaze, etc.

consisted of circulars and letters 
from business houses inclined to 
take pride in their efficiency.

| inaccurate mailing lists and every 
| business man should keep constant- 
jly before his clerks the slogan: 
“Keep Your Mailing Lists Up To 
| Date.’’ 


| This is essential not only to pre- 
vent waste, but also because of the 
effect on the addressee of receiving 
carelessly addressed or otherwise 
badly prepared pieces of mail. Par- 
| ticular care should be taken to see 
|that the name is correctly spelled, 
|that the full Christiam name or eni- 
tials are used and that no attempt 
is made to economizein addressing 
by leaving off any portion of the 
address.

dressing. A loss of one or two pros- 
pective customers will usually more 
than off-set any slight saving which 
might be effected by taking low- 
priced work.

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On Kitchener’s Favourite Charger 


“EP IDNAPPED” aboard the old 
Elder-Dempster liner Mount 
Royal when the ship was com- 
mandeered by His Majesty’s forces 
as a horse transport, during the 
Boer War, a boy of ten spent two 
glorious years on the high seas. 
he boy is now Frank Daly, 
District Passenger Agent of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway at Van- 
couver, B.C., and his adventure 
was recalled at old photographs 
recently unearthed in England. 
Memories of Kitchener and of 
the Boer War are recalled by the 
discovery of the photographs. The 
snap-shot on the centershows Mr. 
Daly at the age of ten years on the 
hack of Kitchener’s favourite 
charger. This was taken on board 
the S.S.. ““Mount Royal’ of the 
flder parapet Line at Cape 
Town, South Africa, during the 
“oer War, when the vesse 


was 


requisitioned by the Government 
for the transport of horses. The 
oval on the left shows the boy on 
the bridge of the ship. 

Captain James A. Murry, cap- 
tain of the ship, is seen holding the 
horse’s head. He was later Com- 
modore-Captain of the ‘Empress 
of Britain’, and other steamships 
of the Canadian Pacific fleet, after 
the Elder Dempster Line was taken 
over by them. He was killed in 
the great Halifax explosion during 
the Great War. 

The Boer War involved exciting 
adventures for the ten year old 
boy. He was on board as guest of 
the captain at the time the war 
broke out, and the vessel was im- 
pressed into Government service 
as a horse transport. They sailed 
for Cape Town with a load of 
horses, expecting to return to 
Liverpool and the regular run

CHILDHOOD DISEASES 
ING TEETH 

It occasionally happens that teeth 
erupt faulty in shape or with the en- 
amel pitted and stained, and you won- 
, der what has caused it. 

Now a very probable source of this 
trouble is a general disturbance from 
some constitutional disease associat- 
; ed with high temperatures, such as, 
scarlet fever, measles, or chicken pox. 

Occasionally this disturbance 1s so 
great as to totally destroy the tooth 
germ, but more often it merely af- 
fects the tooth structure ag describ- 
ed above. 

But there are two general disenses 
that, in particular affect tooth struc- 
ture and tooth eruption. 

Of these rickets is a disease of faul- 
ty nutrition end it is worthy of note 
that it is a disease not only of the 
very poor who are denied proper and 
suflicient food, but of the rich, who 
have an abundance of food but of an 
improper kind. 

The characteristic affections of the
